Bomb-squad technician is ranked as No. 1 scariest job

Amid a slow economic recovery and with unemployment at more than 9 percent, the job market 
is scary these days. But if you’re a bomb-squad technician, you have the scariest job in America, 
according to survey results of U.S. workers released Thursday 
The CareerBuilder/Harris Interactive survey also asked respondents what they are most 
afraid of at work. The overwhelming top response was layoffs (36 percent), followed by pay cuts 
(13 percent), workload (9 percent), presenting in front of other people (9 percent), forced reloca- 
tion (4 percent) and the boss (3 percent). 

The survey of more than 4,300 workers was conducted Aug. i6-Sept. 8.

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POT SHOTS 

Aldermen to introduce lesser fines 
for small amounts of marijuana 

Chicago Triliutie 

Chicago aldermen will introduce an ordinance to decriminalize 
small amounts of marijuana, which supporters said will free po- 
lice to chase more serious criminals and raise revenue for the city. 

Under a proposal Aid. Daniel Solis (25th) will introduce at 
next weeUs City Council meeting, people caught in Chicago 
with 10 grams or less of marijuana would get a $200 ticket, and 
up to 10 hours of community service. 

Appearing at a news conference with Solis and other aider- 
men, Cook County Commissioner John I'ritchey said several 
states already have decriminalized small amounts of cannabis. 

Chicago police make about 23,000 arrests each year for mari- 
juana possession, which currently is a class b misdemeanor in 
the city, punishable by up to six months in jail and a $1,500 
fine, Fritchq^ said. Police and court personnel get tied up deal- 
ing with those arrestees, he said, “It is not time to act tough on 
crime; it is [time] to be smart on crime. We need our resources 
spent somew'here else,” Fritchey said* 

Aid* Walter Burnett (27th) pointed out people arrested for 
marijuana possession are disproportionately minorities, who 
now" end up with arrests on their criminal records even though 
the vast majority of the cases are thrown out of court, 

“T had the opportunity to go to Tx^llapalooza, Pitchfork, and 
T think T got contact high being at all those events,” Burnett 
said, 'Police there, everything. It wasn^t predominantly African- 
American, and guess what? No one got arrested at those events. 
If that was an African-American event, the jails would probably 
be filled up, T think ips almost a discrimination issue,” 

Police Supt* Garry McCarthy has mentioned the possibil- 
ity of issuing tickets for marijuana possession as a way to keep 
his officers on the streets rather than tying them up processing 
people.

Money monsters 


Is your bank account 
taking a ghoulish hit 
this Halloween?

This Flalloween, there might be other witch 
outfits, but few like Natalia Kolasa’s. 

The Wrigleyville resident spent upward of 
$400 on her custom costume this year, shell- 
ing out Sioo for a Gothic, Renaissance-style 
dress and spending the rest on must-have, hand- 
painted contact lenses. T he tab was typical for 
Kolasa, 32, an attorney who already has planned 
her Halloween costumes through 2013. 

“Some people spend a lot of money for Christ- 
mas. I spend a lot of money for Halloween,” she 
said. 

Kolasa’s big-ticket costume cost more than 
five times the $72 average Americans plan to 
spend this year on decorations, costumes and 
candy combined, according to the National Re- 
tail Federation. TTiat puts her on the far end of 
the 2011 survey, which finds people are spending 
more this year than they did in 2010 —despite an 
economy that is treading water. 

While spending is trending, there are some 


who are fed up with the shopping routine: About 
four in 10 people say purchasing a Halloween 
costume from a store is too expensive, a nearly 
fourfold increase from last year, according to a 
survey by Microsoft’s Bing search engine. 

“Even if I had more to spend, I would do 
it this way,” said Erin Emerick, 32, a Lincoln 
Square resident who made a costume last year. 
Her vampire version of Madonna from the 
“Like aMrgin” video clocked in at about $30. “I 
couldn’t drop a bunch of money on something 
I’m going to only use once.” 

Costume pros say a prefab costume can save 
you time, and an expensive one probably will be 
better constructed than a DIY one— which may 
not turn out the way you want it to. 

T'im Dennis, manager at Fantasy Costumes 
superstore in Chicago, says spending big spares 
you the hassle and the multiple store trips often 
required to put something together yourself 
Naturally, Dennis is partial given his job— Hal- 
loween is such huge business for Fantasy that 
the store will be open 24 hours a day until mid- 
night Nov. I. 

Alex Savage, a serial costume contest judge, 
said expensive threads can elicit the “paparazzi 
effect” at contests and I lalloween parties such 
as the Ghastly Gathering Halloween Dance 
Party at Late Bar in Avondale earlier this month. 


“Last year when we did the event, a person 
came in a Victorian death mask with the wig 
and everything,” said Savage, whose website, 

vampiresocialclub.net, played host. “It was a 
gorgeous costume ... and people took tons of 
pictures.” 

But expensive costume aren’t always the most 
popular. This year, two low-cost DIY costumes 
took first and second place at the party’s costume 
contest— a woman dressed as a dog with a plastic 
cone around her head, and a Fay Wray lookalike 
from the 1933 classic “King Kong,” complete with 
giant gorilla hand aroxmd her body 

‘A lot of people do witches and vampires, but 
the ‘King Kong’ lady, no one sees that,” Savage 
said. “People Like a good crowd pleaser, some- 
thing clever and funny they haven’t seen.” To 
do that, you may not need a lot of money, just a 
clever concept and strong execution. 

For Halloween fanatics like Louis Gren- 
nebaum, 32, of Austin, who drops at least Sioo 
on his getup each year, the important thing is 
not where or how you get your costume; it’s how 
you wear it. 

“Y)u have to go all-out,” said Grennebaum, 
who’s going as He-Alan this year, “or you don’t 
go out at all.”

Amazing resuce 
amid catastrophe 


Tyler; ‘I just passed ouf 

Steven Tyler went on NBC’s ‘Today ’’ show 
Thursday to discuss his painful fall earlier 
this week in a hotel bathroom. The Aerosmith 
frontman and "American Idol ” judge, 63, says he 
was battling food poisoning and began to feel nau- 
seated in the shower. "I started to get sick, and I 
just fell on my face,” he said. "I just passed out.” 


ERCIS, Turkey Rescue workers pulled 
a man from the rubble alive Thursday, 
more than four days after a huge quake killed 
at least 534 in Turkey while homeless survivors 
fearing death from cold begged for aid and 
some accused the government of a slow re- 
sponse. 

“Praise be to Allah!” cried the uncle of 
18 -year-old Imdat, whose name means “help” in 
Turkish, as hundreds of onlookers gave shouts 
of joy in the town of Ercis, the place worst hit 
by Sunda/s 7.2 magnitude quake. 

A military rescue team from Azerbaijan res- 
cued Imdat after burrowing deep into the rub- 
ble for more than two days. 

Freed at last after more than 100 hours bur- 
ied alive, Imdat was lifted onto a stretcher by 
medical workers, who carried him through 
cheering crowds to a waiting ambulance. 

The dramatic scene was a brief moment 


of joy after the earthquake devastated towns 
and villages and left thousands sleeping in the 
open— as the government struggles to deliver 
tents, food and other aid to distraught families. 

Some survivors— who had stood in long 
queues only to be told there were no tents 
left— accused officials in the mostly Kurdish re- 
gion of handing aid to supporters of the ruling 
AK party Others said profiteers were hoarding 
tents and reselling them. 

“Everyone is getting sick and wet. We have 
been waiting in line for four days like this and 
still nothing. It gets to our turn and they say 
they have run out,” said l^tih Zengin, 38, an es- 
tate agent whose house was badly damaged in 
Ercis, a town of 100,000. 

“Wc slept under a piece of plastic erected on 
some wood boards we found. We have 10 chil- 
dren in our family; they are getting sick. Every- 
one needs a tent, snow is coming. It’s a disaster.”

If the spinoff “Puss in Roots” has 
anything going for it (besides avoiding pop 
culture references), it's that its mother 
franchise sunk to such half-assed depths 
with “Shrek Forever After” that “Puss” 


feels fresh simply by starting its own chap- 
ter. And that^s about where the freshness 
ends. Does anyone ever feel like the major- 
ity of kids’ movies just predictably revisit 
the same story blueprints as an excuse 
for youngsters to look at pretty pictures? 
This is “Kung Fu Panda” syndrome all over 
again, people. 

In the busy, rarely clever “Puss,” the 
titular cat outlaw (voiced by Antonio

That 
means everything from a cock-fighting ring 
to a jeweled turtle, and I’m not trying to 
sound like Stefan on “SNL.” 

The verdict: Brimming with woozy, oddball 
danger, “T'he Rum Diary” shimmies with the 
language of a writer who could spin circles 
around himself and still invite everyone else 
to hop aboard. That’s a credit to writer-direc- 


tor Bruce Robinson (helming his first 
feature since 1992's “Jennifer Eight”), who 
embraces the dizzy absurdity of characters 
like Paul’s outrageous, barely coherent 
colleague Moberg (Giovanni Ribisi).

debut of writer-director Sean Durkin, was 
a big talker at Sundance, and it’s easy to see 
why: Its unsettling portrait of a little-seen 
existence rivals “Winter’s Bone.” 

The verdict: “Martha Marcy May Marlene” 
paints a disturbing psychological profile 
out of fractured, haunted memories and a 
broken-down person who changes into some- 
one else and struggles to change back. 

A choppy structure perhaps obscures the 
notion that the present-day plot doesn’t 
move very far, but that’s also the past 
refusing to go away The movie, and Martha’s 
ever-present sense of menace, are transfixing 
in their state of shock. Olsen and Hawkes, 
who has a beautiful, terrifying musical 
performance, are especially chilling in a film 
packed with moments that can be described 


that way It’s debatable if Durkin’s insight 
matches his sense of authenticity, but he 
squares in on the fragility of people and of 
society, where normalcy is open to interpre 
tation.

time before her son can share any of his.

“The Adjustment 
Bureau” and his 
own “Gattaca” 

(just to name a few), writer-director Andrew 
Niccol loves this sort of society-bent-by-a- 
few-degrees parable. But the ways “In Time” 
works as an allegory for the selfishness of 
the rich and the urgent chaos of the poor fail 
on screen. It stands to reason that a society 
genetically engineering its citizens to stop 
aging could engineer its people to turn off the 
freaking neon green light on their arm that 
displays their remaining time. 

The process by which people give/take/steal 
time often involves merely touching arms and 
thinking about how much time will be trans- 
ferred, which is about as precise as the mind- 
driven arm wrestling matches in which people 
confusingly fight each other for their time. 

Surely there is a lot to say about how 
people’s lives would change if they liter- 
ally worked for their survival, but Niccol’s 
idea bests his execution. (Timberlake ’s lead 
performance likewise is inconsistent.) Let’s 
absolutely explore a society where people’s 
humanity is tested by a constant reminder of 
their own dwindling mortality 

But let’s not do it with an overstuffed story 
about a world in which everyone, essentially 
walks around with their bank accounts and 
oxygen supplies in their pockets.

called it off less than three months later.) 

Other characters include the faire’s queen 
(Ann-Margret, whose name is misspelled in 
press materials), a jester with a hand puppet 
named Horny the Unicorn (Dave Sheridan), 
a witch (Nadine Velasquez of “The League”) 
who really says “Let’s rock” when holding 
up a rock and a hapless employee played by 
Matthew Lillard, whose credibility-restoring 
work in the upcoming “The Descendants” 
likely won’t overcome the scene in “Faire” 
when a goat pees in his face. 

For some reason all faire workers compete 
in a grand finale talent show that determines 
their job for next summer, as if everyone defi- 
nitely will return to work there. It makes as 
much sense as the gang’s reluctance to sleep 
with the beautiful “princess” (ex-Playboy 
model Sandra Taylor) and a roughly 15-second 
sequence that includes the unlocking of a 
chastity belt, a marriage proposal and the 
marriage ceremony itself 

Those who survive the film’s 
97-minute/3,ooo-year running time deserve a 
Nobel Prize for Endurance. If they don’t give 
those, now’s the time to start.

Depp seeks *ciosure’ 
with an oid friend

Like everyone who knew him, Johnny Depp 
collected Hunter S. Thompson stories. 

The first one is how the already-famous 
actor first met his fellow Kentuckian, the 
notorious hell-raiser, gadfly and popular au- 
thor of “Fear and Loathing in Las Vegas,” in 
the Woody Creek Tavern near Thompson’s 
adopted hometown of Aspen, Colo., in De- 
cember 1994. “I was sitting in the back of the 
place, and I saw the door burst open. I saw 
sparks! Literally!” Depp recalls. “Then I saw 
people leaping left and right, getting out of 
the way He ‘parted the sea’ with a three-foot 
cattle prod in his left hand and some sort of 
Taser in his right!” 

Depp laughs. “That was the beginning of 
the romance.” 

Depp’s tales of Thompson include the oc- 
casional near-death experience— usually in- 
volving firearms or explosives— all the way 
through to the funeral Depp ensured Thomp- 
son got after his death in 2005. ‘At a cost of 
$2.5 million, Depp gave Hunter the send-off 
he wanted,” Thompson biographer William 
McKeen wrote of that final blast: Thompson’s 
ashes, blown up in a shower of fireworks. 

“Hunter was never the guy who was going 
to slump down in his soup,” Depp says of his 
friend, who committed suicide with a pistol 
at 67 as his body began to break down. “That 
wasn’t going to happen. He was going to make 
{bleep} sure of that.” 

But even after having played a version of 
Thompson on screen in 1998’s “Fear and 
Loathing in Las Vegas,” and even after the fu- 
neral, Depp says he felt a need “for closure.” 
So now he’s starring in “The Rum Diary,” 
based on Thompson’s novel. The movie, in-

spired by Thompson’s early stint as a brilliant 
but boozy journalist in San Juan, Puerto Rico, 
opens Friday 

Thompson “was already a hell-raiser” when 
he arrived in Puerto Rico in the early 1960s, 
Depp says. “In his youth, he was ... a bit of a 
juvenile delinquent. 

“Puerto Rico was maybe the catalyst that 
melded that man who despised authority 
into this chivalrous journalist. He began to 
acquire the voice we would get to know later, 
the voice of a man who would not stand for 
injustice, would not stand for ignorance, espe- 
cially in the upper echelons of society I think 
Puerto Rico was Hunter finding Hunter.” 

“Rum Diary” surrounds the journalist, a 
version of Thompson, with bizarrely colorful 
characters. 

“I promise you, NONE of these people 
were made up,” Depp says with a chuckle. 
“The scariest things are the details he left out 
about them. That’s what’s most frightening, 
because the guy attracted people like that.”

Jobs bio selling fast 


DIGITAL SALES SOAR 

Though official book sales figures will not be released for more than a week, “Steve 
Jobs” hit No. 1 earlier this week on the Kindle bestseller list, the Nook bestseller list 
and the Apple iBookstore chart. The print version is No. 1 on amazon.com. Industry 
analysts expect it to stay there for some time, and Amazon spokeswoman Brittany 
Turner told Reuters it could be the top-selling book of the year, thewrap.com

The biography of late Apple co-founder 
Steve Jobs hit bookstores Monday and 
reviewers wasted little time in heaping 
praise on the much-anticipated book 
destined for the bestseller list. 

The New York Times called Walter 
Isaacson’s “Steve Jobs,” which Simon 
& Schuster published earlier than 
planned following Jobs’ death from 
pancreatic cancer Oct. 5, clear and con- 
cise, saying it “does its solid best to hit” 
its target. 

“Here is an encyclopedic survey of 
all that Mr. Jobs accomplished, replete 
with the passion and excitement that it 
deserves,” wrote New York Times re- 
viewer Janet Maslin. 

Isaacson, the onetime editor ofTime 
magazine and author of biographies on 
Albert Einstein and Benjamin Frank- 
lin, “has given us a nuanced portrait of 
the brilliant, mercurial, complicated 
genius,” Entertainment Weekly’s Tina 
Jordan said of what she called the “oc- 


casionally workmanlike ... thoughtful, 
broadly sourced” book. 

“Isaacson has taken the complete 
measure of the man. This is a biography 
as big as Steve Jobs,” Jordan concluded. 

The Washington Post lauded the 
book for its scope— “on the one hand 
a history of the most exciting time in 
the age of computers” and “a textbook 
study of the rise and fall and rise of Ap- 
ple,” as well as “a gadget-lover’s dream.” 

“But more than anything,” the 
Post’s Michael Rosenwald wrote, 
“Isaacson has crafted a biography of 
a complicated, peculiar personality” 
that succeeded in showing how Job’s 
character shaped great technological 


innovations. 

Like others, the Huffington Post’s 
Barbara Ortutay gave Isaacson’s book 
credit for taking off “the rose-colored 
glasses that often follow an icon’s un- 
timely death,” calling the book “a rich 
portrait”— if one that could have used 
“another round of editing” in the rush 
to publish. Still, she wrote, “ ‘Steve 
Jobs’ is must-read history.” 

At ABC News, former Clinton White 
House staffer George Stephanopoulos 
praised Isaacson for having “pulled no 
punches in this book,” such as charac- 
terizing Jobs as sometimes being very 
tough, even mean. “This is a fascinating 
character study” Stephanopoulos said.

The mor- 
cilla is baked at the restaurant, a black-as-the-night sausage with crisp casing, 
crusty baked ends and the interior texture of wet breadcrumbs. $4 as side dish.

Travelers might be able to save more if 
they bold off just a little longer on booking 
a getaway Tbe catch to getting such deep 
discounts is that they have to be flexible in 
choosing the place to visit and travel dates for 
a trip. 

A common misconception in the travel in- 
dustry is that it costs more to book last-minute 
compared to weeks and months ahead of time, 
said Clem Bason, president of the Hotwire 
Group. But that’s not always true, he added. 

In fact, 70 percent of Americans believe 
booking a last-minute trip costs more than 
booking one in advance, according to a new 
hotwire.com American Travel Behavior Sur- 
vey The results of the online survey of more 


than 2,000 adults in conjunction with Harris 
Interactive were released this month* 

“The discount gets amazingly good over 
the week coming up to the trip and spectac- 
ularly good the day of the booking,” Bason 
said, ^TTiat’s because hotels have a high incen- 
tive to get guests to stay so more rooms get 
booked.^ 

Booking a last-minute getaway within sev- 
en days to Chicago can result in an average 
hotel discount of 51 percent on Hotwire com- 
pared to retail rates, according to Hotwire. 

The savings should be good news to the 
82 percent in the survey who said they would 
need a discount of at least 10 percent off to 
take one more trip than they already planned 
to take. 

Bason gave RedEye five travel tips to find-
